Tue First of January next will inaugurate one of 
the most important movements ever made for the 
rapid and efficient manning of the Royal Navy. We 
shall have all the advantages of the French Nautical 
conscription without its disadvantages, and compul- 
sory impressment will be rendered needless in any 
emergency. Our marine has always been considered 
our first line of defence, and every day shows that 
the seaman has lost nothing of his importance. If, 
as our Continental friends inform us, the Channel 
has been transformed into an “esplanade,” it is an 
esplanade for both parties; and we must, and do, rely 
upon our seamen to keep it as they won it. What 
the Zouaves are to the French force our sailors are 
to ours. The long roll of the waves, the dipping of 
the ship to cut the billows, the under-swell of the 
great ocean, which kill the Frenchman's spirit, are 


old Norse Vikings. Next to the music of the shot 
and the roar of the guns, the wind, as it whistles 
through the cordage, is the most inspiriting melody. 
Steam may do much, but it cannot do all. A shell 
may disarrange machinery, wreck may entangle in 
the screw, a piston rod may break, or one of a 
thousand accidents occur. Then is seen the value of old 
seamanship, then, as before, the winds and waves 


men less valuable in the moment of contest. In all 
contingencies pluck and courage are worth a thousand 
artifices or juggleries of arms. The storm which 
lately ravaged the coasts of England and France 
proved clearly we had not degenerated in seaman- 
ship; for there an English Admiral, in sight of 
port, faced round nobly to beat the storm, and did 
it. And, in the next engagement---when or against 
whom, who can tell ?---the issue will prove that we 
have not degenerated from our olden courage. 

After all, it is not on our great ships we depend so 
much as on the men who man them. And it is but 
justice that they who defend Old England's increas- 
ing wealth should benefit by the prosperity they 
guard. We know not what measure could offer 
stronger inducements to enter the Royal Navy than 
this which organises a Reserve rorce or Rorar 
Vorunteers. The Queen ought to obtain by it the 
very pith and marrow of the service. Our mercan- 
tile marine numbers close upon 270,000 men; and, 
it is strange, indeed, if the extraordinary advantages 
offered to these seamen will not secure 30,000 at the 
sudden call of the country they belong to. They 
can earn high wages still in the merchant navy, 
though they are the Queen's sailors. The same men 
will man the Royal and Merchant fleets ever ready 

to defend both; and while this Reserve secures for 
the one an efficient crew at a moment's notice, it 
does so without depriving the merchant shipping of 
a man, except in time of war, when commercial 
ffeets lie snug in port. 

Any man belonging to the merchant service can 

become a Queen's man if he be a British subject, free 

from infirmity, under 35 years of age, and have been 
five years at sea. These are not rare advantages. 

By joining the reserve the seaman at once obtains an 

annual premium of £6, paid quarterly---that is, as the 

seaman generally is at sea nine months of the year, at

‘enforcing order and regularity, to do so in such a 
“ way as may best conciliate the feelings of merchant 
“seamen.” Again—“In making arrangements for 
„drill, it will be the object of the Admiralty, in each 
“instance, to give the greatest facilities, consistent 
“with the exigencies of the public service, for en- 
“abling the Naval Volunteers to be drilled at times 
“and places convenient to themselves.” If these 
rules be carried out in their proper spirit, and if the 
punishment of flogging be abolished, or the seamen 
divided into two classes as the army is now—one on 
which shall be free from corporal punishment---the 
Royal Naval Service must become as popular as it 
has been in its palmiest days. 

It would be easy for England to add to her perma- 
nent force a levy of 100,000 sailors. The expense of 
this would be above six millions yearly. It is not 
clear that we shall not have to adopt this extreme 
measure at no remote period. The tendency which 
has been of late progressing in Europe is to driveall 
the civilised nations of the civilised world to outbid 
each other in a mad auction of hostile preparation. 
If continued much further, it must end in universal 
bankruptcy, or the overthrow of all government, or 
else all other nations must combine to crush and dis- 
arm the great disturber. It is well, however, mean- 
time, to possess not only efficient fleets, but bold men 
to man them, and to secure a reserve adequate for 
the present to meet any sudden emergency at 
one-twentieth part of the cost of a permanent enrol- 
ment. 


The Times on the French Press :--- 

When we resolved to draw in the most explicit and 
direct manner the attention of the French Government 
to the manifestations of hostility on the part of the 
French nation and the French press, we did so after 
full consideration of the heavy responsibility we as- 
sumed. We knew that we should be accused of foment- 
ing animosities already too prominent, and of seeking, 
under the pretence of deprecating hostility, to bring 
about the very evil we deprecated. But we thought 
that nothing was to be gained by a hypocritical 
reticence, and that the best service we could 
render to the cause of peace was to point out how 
manifestly everything tended towards its interrup- 
tion. We were not without hope that when it 
was made manifest to the Emperor Napoleon how 
entirely he was by opinion in this eonntry held respon- 
sible, from his absolute control over the press and his 
employes, for the suiden passion which has agitated 
France, he would see the necessity of acquitting him- 
self of that responsibility by exerting his power in the 
direction towards which all his avowed and official acts 
tend. We have been disappointed in neither expecta- 
tion. We have received as much abuse as our fondest 
anticipations had led us to expect. One half of the 
French press has told us that our statements are false; 
the other half has admitted them to be true, but has de- 
clared that the animosity of which we complain has 
been brought upon us by our own misconduct, princi- 
pally in not joining France in that very war from which 
the French nation itself before its commencement was 
80 notoriously averse. 

But, if we have been heartily abused, we have also 
been completely successful. The Emperor of the 
French has directed his Minister of the Interior to send 
to the Prefect ofeach department a confidential circular, 
in which attention is drawn to the violent and exag- 
gerated “language of the French press with regard to 
England— to the fact that such language, being found 
in journals which cordially support the Imperial Go- 
vernment, tends to identify that Government with at- 
tacks upon an allied and friendly Power, and that it is 
desirable for the dignity of the Imperial Government 
and the maintenance of peace that the Prefects should 
use their influence to put an end to the practice. No 
doubt, if we could prescribe the manner in which the 
evil we complain of should be put an end to, we should 
have rather seen another expedient employed. The 
whole importance of the attacks made by the French 
press on England lies in the absolute subjection of that 
press to the French Government. It is because, as we 
have shown, by & system of the most rigid and absolute 
coercion every editor of a French newspaper is obliged 
to perform the office of censor for the Government that 
we attach such importance to whatever escapes that 
censor, and consider it, as we have every right to do, 
as an unofficial communication of the sentiments of the 
Government. Itis vain for the French press to give 
itself airs of independence, and say “ we write thus be- 
cause we hold such and such opinions.” The French 
press is not a free agent; it writes what it must, and there- 
fore the responsibility for its writings is with the Govern- 
ment which directs them. Once break this connexion, 
once leave the press in France free to say what it will, 
and the whole political importance of its attacks vanishes. 
They no longer compromise the Government, they no 
longer create a suspicion of ulterior designs, they must 
stand upon their own literary and political merits, and, 
whatever the former may be, we have little to fear from 
the latter.

Bill: — 

The Poor-Law Board and the forthcoming Reform 
Bill! Of course there is a kind of necessary connection 
between both, yet one cannot help thinking that the re- 
laticn is somewhat shabby. The circular recently ad- 
dressed to parish guardians by the board is peculiarly 
so. There is a continual talk about male persons to the 
clusion of women, as if there had been some foregone 
esnclusion in Lord Palmerston's mind to carry his darts 
into the troubled arena of a disquiet old age and an ill- 
sorted Cabinet, leaving the ladies, despite the regards 
of Mr. Milner Gibson and the advocates of universal su- 
frage, quite out of the question of the proposed Reform Bill, 
and favouring only the more robust population. Thereisa 
continual shuffling in the document we have referred to for 
information about rentals of £5 and under £6, of £6 and 
under £7, and of £7 and under £8, and over, and so on. 
The whole affair is one between the extreme poles of the 
Cabinet—Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Gibson. Lord Palmer- 
ston is bent on a kind of north-west passage discovery, 
and has already succeeded in getting his fingers and 
toes frost-bitten among the icebergs of Radical politics. 
It is generally understood that the Prime Minister is at 
a standstill. This is the only normal condition for a 
Minister placed between equally repulsive forces, or, 
perhaps, we may more familiarly say, that between 
two stools he is landed on nature’s easy chair quietly 
at the bottom. We do not pretend to Government secrets. 

When Government organs themselves profess to be 
uninformed and mute, we may well justify our own 
silence.

We are told that 
shelving does not mean putting by for good; it only 
means storing away in a corner for after use. Sup- 
pose Lord John Russell not to include the sneaking 
plan of voting in his scheme, we are at liberty to 
believe that it only lies by for the tenticies of Mr. 
F. H. Berkeley, or any other insect, to take it up on 
a hungry occasion. It will always remain a tit—bit 
for the greedy politician.

The great Liberal pana- 
cea on which Mr. Cobden relied, Mr. Berkeley 
rested his fame, and the entire tribe of the Radical 
school expended their energies and grounded their hoper 
is to be put a way in a pigeon-hole for the Times and 
Lord John Russell, on some shifty day, to pull out and 
advocate before a charmingly gullible pnblic.

Electors are not so sublimated in their de- 
votion to,a candidate or a cause as to do their political 
alms secretly. 
is u point gained towards reconciliation and union in the 
Cabinet by throwing aside the vexed question of the ballot. 
[t cannot be said that any Liberal Reform Bill which docs 
not settle this much agitated matter represents Liberal 
feelings and opinions; and for the Whig-Radical Govern- 
ment to shelve the question without giving it a fair oppor- 
tunity of adoption or rejection is only playing with the 
confidence of a party, or rather ignoring its existence, 
or using it only as a convenience for the retention of 
office. A Whig-Radical Reform Bill without the ballot 
is the pudding without the suet. Retorm is the ballot, 
and ballot is the reform,in every Liberal scheme for the 
amendment of the representation of the people. Let 
Lord Palmerston, Lord John Russell, Mr. Milner 
Gibson, and the other accommodating and coalescing 
atoms of the Cabinet learn in time that they have com- 
bined to no purpose if they reject the very pith and 
germ of a Whig-Radical Reform Bill. 

We have not been vouchsafed further information. 
The Times tells us that the ballot isshelved; Sir George 
Cornewall Lewis, that a Reform Bill is in contemplation 
(metaphysical wonder, indeed); and the circular of the 
Poor-law Board to the parish guardians gives usa kind 
of inkling of what the reduced franchise is to consist. 
This is all that Englishmen know upon the subject. 
There is nothing like the palpable obscure. Your No- 
vember fog is a mere mist to the Whig opaque. Mr. 
Bright can vapour, Mr. Cobden can cendense, Mr. 
Berkeley can fume, the general public can grope and 
confound; what of all that, if, in the universal chaos, a 
Whig Government can manage to keep their places. 
To calm and thinking minds this question of reform 
is a great national question. To break it into fragments, 
to carry one part and shelve another part, to mincethe 
entire matter, is to triflewith the gravest interests of 
the country. What can be the object of this post- 
ponement or division? The bill, the whole bill, and 
nothing but the bill, willsatisfy the promise reiterated 
by Lord Palmerston and his colleagues to the nation. 
What can be the meaning ot this shelving and piacmeal ? 
If it implies expediency, the people are sick of thi a man- 
ner of shuffling. They want statesmanship and 
not cunning. It cannot be tolerated, because, 
for instance, Mr Gladstone and Mr. Milner 
Gibson or Mr. Villiers are at variance as 
to certain provisions of the intended measure, that its 
main features are to be shirke! and a Reform Bill pro- 
posed which shall only last till a new Conservative Mi- 
nistry is to be broken up and a Whig Cabinet reinsiated 
in their places. Whatever may be the special clauses of 
the new Reform Bill. it must be final. It must last its 
age. The generation after us may alter or improve it as 
they list. We nust not hand them down the patchwork of 
a fractional Cabinet. It should not be forgotten that this 
and this only is the great constitutional question before the 
country. It ought not to be treated as a party question, 
much less asa sectional quest ion, and least of all as a selfish 
and private question. That litfle story of the shelving of 
the ballot and leaving it open for another session must 
not be listened to. The suspected misunderstanding be- 
tween the Chancellor of the Exchequer and the President 
of the Board of Trade cannot be healed by the lip-salve of 
the Prime Minister or the official nostrum of the tena- 
cious Lord Chancellor. One thing the country will not 
tolerate on this question, and that is, insincerity or 
evasion. Either the measure must be treated as a great 
whole by the Whig-Radicals, or it must be further 
postponed in the manner of Lord Palmerstoa, and thus 
handed over for final settlement once more to a consis- 
tent Conservative Government. The world abroad is 
troublous enough. The least we may expect is peace 
and unanimity at home. The public knows scarcely 
anything of the doings of the present Administration. 
All it has been permitted to learn is that our country 
has not yet been asked to join the proposed European 
Congress on the affairs of Italy. This admission is sig- 
nificant enough. The other item of official information 
conceded is, that Lord Palmerston is at length bent on 
keeping his promise about a Reform Bill. It cannot be 
denied that these constitute but meagre particulars. Still 
they area finger-post and guide. If while our Government 
is pooh poohed abroad it is resolved itself to trifle with the 
country at home on one of the most momentous ques- 
tions of the age, both are signs that its functions ought 
to cease, and that the able statesmen who, when Lord 
Palmerston broke down under French difficulties, un- 
dertook the Government of the country and conducted 
its domestic and external affairs with the most perfect 
success, should speedily resume office and relieve Eng- 
land from her prese nt embarragsment both at home and 
with foreign nation s.

Are 
the loyal inhabitants of this island to remain helpless 
and unarmed, while their brethren in England are 
rapicly becoming proficient in those arts which ensure 
the safety of a people? and all, forsooth, because there 
may exist among us a fragment of disaffection. 
Will any man be found hardy enough toassert that even 
in the most unfavourable district in Ireland, a volunteer 
corps, composed. as it ought to be, of the educated, upper, 
and middle classes, would be found disloyal?

INQUESTS. 

Doctor White held an inquest yesterday, upon the 
body of a man, named Daniel Hutchinson, aged 60 years, 
at his late residence, 30, South Ann-street, and who died 
on yesterday morning, from disease of the heart. Cathe- 
rine Hutchinson, daughter of deceased, being sworn, 
deposed that she saw him last alive about seven o'clock 
yesterday morning, when he went out about his business 
as usual; he always was in good hea!th until last Sa- 
turday, when he sustained some injuries from a wall 
having fallen upon him; immediately after the accident, 
he went to Richmond Hospital, where he received some 
medical advice, but, not thinking himself much injured, 
he returned home and went to bed. A boy named 
Thomas Doherty stated that about eight o’clock yester- 
day morning, he saw deceased fall, while collecting some 
manure in South Frederick-lane; witness assisted him 
into a hall, where he remained for a short time, but sub- 
sequently went to a stable in the neighbourhood. Sur- 
geon Porter deposed that he found a large quantity of 
coagulated blood between the skin and the breastbone, 
caused by some external injury. The lungs of deceased 
were healthy, but his heart was much diseased.— Verdict 
“ Died of disease of the heart.” It appears that the falling 
of the wall was altogether accidental, and that no one 
was to blame for it. 

Dr. White held another inquest yesterday, at the 
house No. 1, Pendred’s-court, off Francis-street, upon the 
body of a woman, named Mary Cantwell, aged 45 years, 
who died on Saturday morning from disease of the heart. 
A witness named Margaret Connell deposed that she 
knew the deceased for several years. During the last 
twelvemonths she was in the habit of complaining of 
palpitation of the heart, and of weakness. On Saturday, 
she was engaged, as usual, at her occupation, cork- 
cutting ; got upto sweep the floor, and, having called 
on witness for assistance, suddenly fell and expired. Sur- 
geon Porter, having examined the body, was of opinion 
that the deceased died from disease ofthe heart. Verdict

mained on the bones, and it was difficult to identify 
them as the remains of human beings. An old man, 
named Denis Redmond, sixty years of age, a brick- 
layer by trade, was also burned. He seeme:! to have 
attempted to escape by the skylight, as his body was 
found hanging to a beam close by, the hands and 
legs burned off, and his entrails protruding. The 
other occupants of the house escaped death by flying 
into the street. some without any clothes. A 
labourer, named John M‘Mahon, discovered four of the 
bodies, supposed to be those of Margaret M‘Cormick and 
her three children. They were lying upon some rafters 
in the corner of one of the rooms, with portion of a bed 
covering the bodies. He was enabled in the dust and 
smoke to perceive they were human remains, by seeing 
the head ofone of the children, the hair on which was 
not much burned. The utmost caution was required 
in raising them, as the bones were attached by the 
slightest thread; but, though great care was observed in 
the removal, many ofthe boues fell off. Aftera very length- 
ened cearch, the bodies of the two men were discovered 
by Police-constable John Manly, 55 A, but in such a 
con- iition as to render it-almost impossible to identify 
them. They were removed in sheets to the adjoin- 
ing house, No. 32, to await the inquest. The task of 
searching for the bodies was a most perilous one, as the 
walls which remained standing were expected every 
moment to come down ; however, the police, with tne 
assistance of some labourers, persisted in the search until 
the missing remains were discovered. The fire origi- 
nated in the shop, which was stored from floor to 
ceiling with old clothes; and the moment the shop 
and parlour doors were forced opea the fire burst 
forth with great violence, and the house was instantly 
enveloped in a sheet of flame, which rendered it hope- 
less to think of suving it. The fire is alleged to have 
been caused by sparks falling down the chimney from 
thedrawingroom fire,through a flue leading into the shop, 
where there was a fireplace, against which a quantity 
of soft goods were stored. No Hame is attached to any 
one, and it wasevidently the result of accident. Though 
several engines came immediately to play upon it, the 
whole building was destroyed within an hour and a half. 
The engines arrived in the following order of time :— 
St. Michan’s, 6-25; Corporation, 6-50; Police, 6-55; the 
Sun, 6-50; St. Mary's, 61; West of England, 7-10; 
National, 7-5. There was a plentiful supply of water, 
and the several engines worked most efficiently, and 
prevented the flames from extending to the adjoining 
premises. Mr. Crofton was present. and Superintendent 
Gernon, Inspector M Kay, Acting Inspector Warde, and 
a large body of police of the D division. Acting In- 
spector Cavanagh and Craven, of the G division, were 
present during the greater part of the day, investigating 
into the cause of the disaster. 
INQUEST ON THE BODTES. 

Dr. White, city coroner, held an inquest, at half-past 
two o’clock yesterday, upon four of the bodies which 
had been identified—namely, Margaret M‘Cormick, 
Margaret M‘Cormick, her daughter; Christopher M‘Cor- 
mick, aged about twelve; and his brother, aged five. 
The body of the father, Maurice M‘Cormick, a man 
aged about thirty, had not been found when the inquiry 
commenced. Thecoroner stated he would hold the inquest 
upon the two men—namely, Denis Redmond, bricklayer, 
aged 60, and Maurice M‘Cormick, aged 30. This day, 
in consequence of there being great difficulty in having 
their identification accurately established, a jury having 
been sworn, the inquiry was proceeded with upon the 
bodies of Margaret M‘Cormick and her three children. 
The jury having viewed the remains, which were 
placed upon some straw in a room in the house, adjoin- 
ing theone which had been burned, the following evi- 
dence was given :— 

Surgeon George Porter, examined— have seen the 
four bodies lying at the house, 32, Mary’s-lane, and 
examined them—one is the body of an adult female, the 
second is a male body, aged about 12 years; the third is 
the body of a girl, aged about 10 years ; and the fourth 
appeared to be the body of a boy, aged four or five; they 
are all charred, particularly the arms and legs, with 
the hands and feet burned off, and there can be no doubt 
that burning, to the greatest extent, was the cause of 
death. 

Michael M‘Guinnis examinei—I am the owner of 
the house No. 33, Mary 's-lane, and resided in it; I went 
to bed last night about a quarter past ten, and shut up 
the shop door about nine o'clock; I locked the shop, and 
no one access to it afterwards; there was no fire in

Had I iaterſered in the manner in which 
1 admit, and whic I admit has been fairly proved —for 
I almire the truthfulness and candour of the 
greater portion of the witnesses who have testified in 
this case—had I so interfered in behalf of the rich, the 
powerful, the intelligent, the so-called great, or in behalf 
of any of their triend«, either father, mother, brother. 
sister, wife, or children, or any of that class, and suffered 
and sacrificed what I have in this interference, it would 
have been all right, and every man in this court would 
have deemed it an act worthy of reward rather than 
punishment. This court acknowle lea, too. as I suppose 
the validity of the law of God. I see a book kissed. 
which I suppose to be the Bible, or at least the New Tes- 
tament, which teaches me that all things whatsoever I 
would that men should do to me I should do even so to 
them. It teaches me further to remember them that 
are in bons as bound with me.

MARRIAGE AMONG THE DRUSES. 

Their women are generally very beatiful, being 
fairer than the other inhabitants of Lebanon, and they 
are distinguished by the most lovely dark blue eves, 
long raven tresses, and teeth of pearly whiteness. ‘The 
men generally marry at from sixteen to eighteenth years 
of age; they taxe but one wife, and always choose 
portners from their own tribe. The bride is usually 
from thirteen to fourteen years old. Three days before 
the wedding the bridegroom, accompanied bv his male 
friends goes to the house of his intended, and dem nds 
her in af rmal manner from the hands of her father, who 
formally gives his consent. They then agree upon the 
amount of dowry which the husban is to settle on his 
wife, The bride is lel forth for a moment, closely veiled, 
accompaniel by her mother, who vouches for the 
purity and honour of her daughter. The bride then 
presents her future husbind with the khanjar or 
darger, which serves at the same time to show the 
protection she expects to receive from him, and as an 
instrument of punishment should the declaration of her 
mother be false, or should she subsequ ntly break her 
marriage vows. The bride. attended. by the woman, 
spen ls the day giily inthe bath; while the bridegroom 
and his friends amuse themselves with horsemanship, 
ar in drinking coffee an emoking chibouks at the house 
ot the bride’s father. ‘This continues for two days; on 
the third the bride is conducted, with considerable cere- 
in my, to the house of the bridegroom, closely covered 
with ared gold spangled veil, which in the nuptial cham- 
her he removes and presents her with the tantoor. 
This he places upon her heal, where it remains both 
night an! day, while life remains. The Druse pos- 
ses absolute power to divorce his wife, first pay- 
ing the stipulated dowry. Nevertheless, divorces 
are exceedingly rare, and they seldom take place 
atull except for very serious cases. Ifa woman is 
guilty of conjugal infidelity (which is extremely uncom- 
mon,) she alwavs piys the penalty with her life. The 
husbind sends his wife back to her father’s house, and 
with her, the khanjar which he had received on his 
marriage, but without the sheath. This notifies her 
disgrace so the family. The dishonour does not attach 
to the husband but to the relatives of the wife, and ean 
only be washed out with her blood. The father sits in 
eolema judgment over the wife at the husband's 
house, and if the evidence is sufficient her doom is 
pronounced. A father’s love is of n> avail,a mother's 
shrieks cannot star the hand tha‘ etrikes, nor a sister's 
tears mitigate tie punishment. The executioner. 
genvrally the eldes brother, severs her head from her 
blu, an the tantoor, with a lock of her hair, steeped 
in blood, sent to her husbind, testifies that the deed 
has been accomplished.—Tw» Veare ia Syria.

Dwettines ror ENGLISH Visirers IN Jarpax,—On 
Visiting our giall island, we found that the Japanese 
had built for us two very pretty pleasure-houses ; one on 
an eminence facing the harbour, the other on the sum- 
init ot the island, surrounded hy trees. They were en- 
structed of wood, above a ledge of granite, two feet from 
the surface, and externally favel on three sides with a 
bark of pine, neatly ve | in horizontal lines with split 
bimboo. A platform projected about three feet from 
the front of each house, forming a small balcony ; some 
wooden pillars supported a broad eave formed of neat 
tiles which gra tually sloped from the roof; the latter was 
thatched with straw, mixed with young fir branches. 
The balcony was closed in front by a series of doors, 
which slide at pleasure into a small shed formed to re- 
cvive them; it was separated from the inner apartments 
by partitions, the lower parts of fine grained pine, 
the upper latticed and papered with fine thin paver 
which answers instead of glass, and is commonly used in 
thiscountry, Two * separated by folding 
doors were unfurnished, save by matting four inches 
thick which covered the floors. The ceilings were of 
fine fragrant cedar, and the sides of the rooms plas- 
tered, whitened with chinam (lime made from sen- shells). 
and polished as smooth as marble; wooden pillars, pro- 
jecting a little distance from the wall, supported the

At the clove of 


THE COURS& OF EVENTS. 
; (From the Observer.) 
The scene has changed in the last week. and events 
now tend towards our own shores. A general sense of 


prevails all over Europe, but the 

east ing rifled cannon, building steam 

troops, constructing floating batteries, augmenting the 
French navy ata rate it never before knew, and gene- 

rally doing such things as naturally lead every one to 
suppose he is getting ready for war on the largest pos- 

| sible scale. Peace prevails. Why then these prepara- 
tions? The French Emperor has no cause of quarrel 
with any European Power at this moment ; no nation 
threatens him ; no events menace him ; he is morally 
é master of the s tuation; whence, then, this vigorous 
prosecution of those tions for war ? 

It is clear from the events of the past week that the 
Ital'an question has been ing in the interest of 
Austria, and that the Itaſian movement for unity and 

liberty is in danger. Exer circumstance points to an 

arrangement of that nature between the Austrian Em- 
mror and Louis Napoleon ; and those who study the 
signs of the times can plainly perceive that the sup- 

pression of Italian liberty—such as it is, and shortlived 

as it has been—is imminent, The Italian patriots in 
the revolted provinces of Central Italy—Tuscany, Mo- 

dena, Parma, and the Romagnal Legations—placed in 

the dilemma commonly known as between the devil 
ind the deep s a that is to say, between Austria and 

Piedmont —elected the dominion of the latter, perhaps. 
on the principle that if they were to have a master at 
all it were less disgraceful to have one of their 

own countrymen. But no sooner had their election 
been msde—no sooner had it been notified that 

the cousin of the Sardinian King was nominated 
by them as their Regent, to hold the government of 

these States for Victor Emmanuel until he present imbrog- 
lig sha l have ended, than orders were peremptorily des- 
patched from Paris by telegraph to forbid the acceptance 
of this offer. The Regency on the part of the Prince de 
Carignan was rejected accordingly. It is true the prince 
recommended a substitute, or seat warmer, at the same 
time—a certain Signor Buoncompagni; but 8 gnor 
Buoncompagni. according to the latest rumours, has 
been interdicted also, and so the matter stands at present. 
There would, hewever, seem to be no doubt that the 
restoration of the fugitive Dukes by the conjoint act on of 
France and Austria is still intended, and that the re- 
volted Duchies will be soon replunged into their original 
slavery. 

An event which gives all the greater countenance to 
this supposition has occurred during the week--an event 
calculated to carry dismay into every patriotic Italian 
bosom—namely, the retirement of Garibaldi from the 
command of the Central Ital an ar uy. That chief—the 
only real hero who surged up in the course of the war— 
has resigned his command, and has, according to some, 
retired to his estate, on a little island off Corsica; ac- 
cording to others, has been absorbed in the Sardinian 
army as a lieutenant-general In either case he is 
powerless; and in any case Italy will be the suffercr 

That remarkable man might, however, have foresecn his 
own certain downfall, if he had considered his personal 
future as a matter worth thinking about. He had been 
a Republican in the worst of times, ani he had fought 
as a Kepublican against the worst and mo t relentless of 
all tyrannies—the theocracy of Rome. But, like man) 

other Italian patriots, he preferred the concrcte to the 
abstract - his country to his political ereed—and_ by ac- 
cepting service under the Sardinian Sovercign, he iden- 
tified himself with a cause which is in its nature and es 

scence is antagonistic to Republicanism. 

There is no detail of the war between Spain and Mo- 
rocco, nor any statement, in fact, as te whether it has 
commenced or not, save and except the notification 
ofthe blockade of ‘Tangier by a Spanish naval force. 
The second day of the next month is named as that 
on which the Spanish army is to take the field ; 
and, in the meanwhile, great preparations are 
being made by Spain, and there is certainly 
a great fanfaronade sounded on the subject by the 
Spanish Government. When in the spring of 1848 the 

nations of Europe arose as a man and overthrew the 
oldest governments in a day, the Irish iu Ireland set up 
a howl and made a great pother about dealing likewise 
with England; but they laid it down as an incontro- 
vertible proposition that they could not commence until 
the potato harvest was garnered ; and then, when the 
potato harvest came, all Europe was replunged into its 
old servitude. Some such obstacle would seem to be in 
the way of the Spaniards; perhaps the garlic harvest 
is not yet over? At all events, they would appear in 
no hurry to begin the ball; and they certainly prefer a 
protocol to a battle. 

The last phase in the French question as regards Eng- 
land is a circular despatched to the prefects of depart- 
ments, calling their attention te the objurgation poured 
out on this country by the French journals in the pro- 
vinces, and recommending those agents of power to re- 
monstrate with the peccant journalists. This is, how- 
ever, merely throwing dust in the eyes of England, or, 
more strictly speaking, laving the foundation for a de- 
mand on the part of the French Emperor that English 
journalism should be silenced on the subject of his pro- 
ceedings, with the ulterior object, doubtles«, of basing 
on the refusal, which he well knows the English Go- 
vernment must give, a justification for any steps he may 
choose to take against this country in the future. 
But though it is openly proclaimed that the Emperor is 
hurt at the diatribes indulged in by the French pro- 
vineial press against England, it is also certain that the 


the French capital in a spirit hostile to this country ; 
and it would be useless to conceal the fact—for it is 
patent to all who look below the surfare—that the 
workmen of Paris, whose support the French Emperor 
courts so assiduousiv, are to a man labouring under 
the conviction that England designs to invade France, 
and to a man are ready to take up arms ayainst 
her. Public opinion, such as it is, is therefore hostile 
to England, and if the French Emperor means what 
he says, he shoul! first begin with Paris, and not 
with the provinces. The intelligent classes aud the 
commercial classes in France are certainly adverse to a 
war with England. as all «lasses of Englishmen, without 
ny exception whatsoever, are adverse to a war with 
France; but the intelligent and commercial classes of 
France have long cense:l to swav public opinion in that 
country, or to influence political action. Between the 
lower classes on the one hand, provided with food and 
fetes —panem et circences—and an enormous army on the 
other, pampered and insolent, and isolated from contact 
with the civic sentiment, French intelligence and French 
indenendence lie crushed and bleeding; and there they 
are likely to lie. i 
Who would be free themselves must strike the blow.“ 
In the meanwhile, whoever shall “ery havoc and let 
loose the dogs of war,” it will not be England. Bur, 
should circumstances demand it, there is not an Eng- 
lishman who is not preparen to strike a blow for 
“ ITappy homes and altars free, 
His only talism im the sword, 
His only peil word—Liberty.” 
It is “on the cards” that in any attempt on England, 
a corresponding attempt, by way of “ diversion.” would 
be made on Ireland. where it is supposed there is a 
population sympathetic with the foes of this country ; 
and, sooth to say. therehas been a good deal of absurdity 
written and uttered by the priest-ridden portion of that 
population on the subject. The priests cannot forgive 
this country because she is Protestant; but in all ca<e« 
these very priests have forme! the best police for 
England when Irish political agitation threatened to 
become serious, as in 1798, 1803, and 1848; and 
therefore there is little to dread in reality from that 
quarter. Even though an invading army were in 
possession of Ireland they could nut retain that possession 
for a single month, so long as the seas were under 
the command of England, and it may be safely said 
that not a man of them would leave it alive. The 
Irish outery, therefore, is, “ Vor et preterea nihil’— 
as it was in 1848.

THE RELIGIOUS DISSENSIONS IN ST.GECRGE'S- 


On Sunday

At the 11 o'clock service, the congregation was larger 
than on any ious occasion. From an early hour 
cabs brought — visiters from the West end of Lon 

don, and it was plainly apparent that not a tenth part 
of those ho ai tend eil were parishioners. Just as the organ 
commenced the Voluntary.“ and while the priests and 
choristers were entered in well-dressed person 
near the altar declaimed in a very excited state," I demand 
those seats for the choristers, in the name of the Secre- 
tary of State, and I appeal to the churchwardens to clear 
them.” It may be mentioned that the choristers’ seats 
were at this time occupied by persons who had been 
passed privately into the church before the doors were 
thrown open, and that they were reserviug them for the 
choristers. Mr. Churchwarden Thompson, hearing the 
disturbance, immediately repaired to the place from 
which the noise proceeded, and the gentleman in ques- 
tien addressed him ina loud and impericus tone of 
voice, saying, “ Mr. Churchwarden, in the name of the 
Secretary of State I demand that you clear those seats.” 
He exhilited great violence of manner, which the 
police failed to moderate. Finding all remonstrance 
useless, Mr. Churchwarden Thompson gave the 
offending gentleman into the custody of Police- 
constable 72 K, who conducted him to the station- 
house in K-ng Davil-lane. He there gave his name 
as Mr. William Cornwallis, and his residence at Calais. 
He declined to*disclose the nature of his profession or 
occupation. He sent, however, for bail to a gallant 
colonel residing in Westbourne-terrace, Paddington. 
but at the close of the evening service he had not been 
liberated from durance vile. He stands charged with 
“willingly and of purpose disquictinz and disturbing the 
congregation assembled in the Parish Church of St. 
George’s-in-the-East during the morning service.“ From 
the excited manner of the accused, it yas feared that 
he was labouring under some mental aberration, and 
this was also the impression at the pulice-station where 
he was charged. 


It appears that the rector’s party, availing themselves 
of an early entrance into the church, had filled the 
choristers’ seats with friends of their own, most of whom 
were strangers in the parish, and thus those who in- 
tended to exclude the choristers. as they did on the 
previous Sunday, were defeated in their intentions, The 
body of persons thus introduced joined in the choral 
service with great spirit, and instead of the choir being 
overwhelmed, a: hal been the case on previous Sundays 
they had for this occasion much the b.st of it, and the 
malcontents were unable to ofler anv formidable opposi- 
tion. Taking the morning service as a whole, it was 
much more orderly than it had been for many weeks 
past. There was an imposing array of police, 
ten or a dozen being located in Cannon-street. 
seven or eight on the steps of the church, 
while a large number were scattered in all parts of 
the sacred edifice. Their presence had the effect of 
exasperating rather than of intimidating the people, and 
for all practical purposes it is evident that they would be 
tar mere effective if they were stationed in some adja- 
cent place from which they might be called in the erent 
of their services being required. ‘This, however, is a 
matter which rests neither with the superintendent of 
police nor with the Chamberlain, but with the Home 
Secretary. 

The Rev. A. H Mackonochie was the officiating mini- 
ster, and there were but few signsof disapproation, until 
he stood at the altar with his back to the congregation. 
This elicited some hissing and continuous coughing. On 
ascending the pulpit he did not turn to the attar in the 
invocation of the Trinity, and thus escape Il the hissing 
and yelling which have hitherto been the accompani- 
ments of this part of the ceremony. Ile selected for 
his text the 16th verse of the 33rd chapter of the 
ook of the Prophet Jeremiah---“ This is the name 
wherewith he shall be called the Lord our righteousness.” 
The congregation listened to the preliminary portions of 
the sermon with much apparent interest, but soon there 
was walking up and down, slamming of pew doors, and 
lounging over pews, giving the place a theatrical rather 
than an ecclesias’ical aspect. The churchwardens, chief 
constable (Mr. Herbert), and the beadle moved about, 
particularly near the altar, where, if anywhere, violence 
was apprehende!. The sermon was a plain, practical 
discourse, containing nothing which was calculated 
to provoke any outbreak of feeling. At its close 
Mr. Mackonochie turned his back upon the people 
while he said the concluding prayer, which gave 
rise to much hissing and confusion. The offértory 
was a complete mockery. Not more than a score 
of persons contributed. When the bags were presented 
to them, most of the people shook their heads, 
while others smiled and seemed to view it as a joke, par- 
ticularly a large number of young “ gents” in peg-tops, 
who were conspicuously present. In the afternoon, at 
the rector’s service (the litany), the mob prevented the 
priests and choristers from taking their accustomed 
places before the altar, and the service was performed 
from the choristers’ seats with the usual amount of con- 
fusion. Long before half-past 6 o'clock, the time ap- 
pointed for opening the doors for the evening service, 
there was an immense concourse of persons in Cannon- 
street, and the rush for admission was terrific. Women 
and children shrieked, men were knocked down, and, 
hid it not been for the praiseworthy exertions of the 
police, serious results must have tollowel In a few 
minutes the spacious church was densely picked. 
and standing-room was scarcely to be had. When the 
priests and choristers entered, and the service com- 
menced, it was clear that measures had been taken to 
drown the voices of the dissentients. ‘This was a per- 
fect success. ‘There were three priests, and an increase 
in the number of sur, liced choristers; while gentlemen, 
evidently well practisea in the choral sevice, were 
stationed in various parts of the church. The prayers 
were said, with little interruption, by the Rev. C. F. 
Lowder, M. A., but when he gave out the hymns the 
people hissed and coughed. ‘The sermon was preacled 
by the Kev. Edward Stuart, M.A., Incumbent of St. 
Mary Magdalene, Munster-street, Kegent’s Park, from 
the words of the Epistle of St. John, “ God is love.” In 
spite of a somewhat unattractive style of oratory the 
rev. gentleman managed to get through his sermon 
without much interruption. Indeed, it was only on 
turning his back upon the congregation at the final 
prayer that he was hissed at all. 

At the close of this service, the last of the day, hun- 
drens of persons assemb'ed in Cannon-street, and di- 
cussed the ecclesiastical state of the parish, but the 
clergy and choristers managed to get away without being 
insuited. 

It was announced sometime since that the third annual 
commemoration ot the foundation of the mission chapel! 
in Calveri-street would be celebrated on Thursday next, 
the 24 h instant, and that the Dean of Westminster 
would preach.

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CHANCERY, APPEAL COURT—Yesrerpar. 
(Before the Lord ag “oc and the Lord Justice of 

ppeal ) 

[Inthe matter of the Estate of Bridget Taaffe and others, 
owners ; — ga aca Nolan Farrell and others.] 
The appeal in this case was one of a technical char- 

acter, and, save to the parties concerned, of no interest. 

The question tarned we the construction of the will of 

John Farrell, y of Ballyglass, in the county of 

Roscommon, who died possessed of considerable 

in the counties of Ro-common, Sligo, and Mayo; and 

the object of the appeal trom the ruling of Judge 

Longfield, in the Landed Estates Court, was to 

the order for sale varied, and declaring 
thag under the true’ meaning of the testator’s will all 
the lands with which it was conversant did not, on the 
demise of Daniel Henry Farrell without male issue, re- 
volve on the testator’s three nieces for the term of their 
lives.

In re Launauze, owner and petitioner. 

This was an appeal trom the decision of Judge Long- 
field, by certain legatees under the will of the testator, 
Launauze, whose property is te be sold by his nephew 
for the payment of the legacies, in the Es- 
tates Court. “The point at issue was whether the word 
“residue” included the re#l and personal estate of 
the testator so as to make the legacies chargeab'e on both 
classes of property. It was contended before Judge Long- 
field, on the part of the owner, that it did not include 
real and person: estate; that the personal estate alone 
was lia! Je; and that the proceeds of the sale of the real es- 
tate were not, therefore, liable for the payment of the 
legacies. It was also contended, as ag»inst the legatees, 
that there had been already an adjudication in Chan- 
cery in the matter of the minority of the first taker of the 
lands under the will to which the lezatees were parties, 
and in which Master Henn reported that the legacies were 
not charges on the real e-ta'e, which report was subse- 
quently confirmed,without any exceptions being taken to 
it. This, however, did not apply to the legacy of one 
George Hynes. Judge Longfield, decided when the case 
was before him,that the legacies were chargeable both on 
the real and personal estate, and that even the parties 
who ha l appeared before the Master were not bound by 
his report.

In this case Mr. Dowse, on behalt of the petitioner, 
applied that the respondent might he restrained, by in- 
junction, from executing a civil bill decree for the re- 
covery of land. No opposition was offered by the 
respondent to the motion. The petitioners were the 
widow, devisees, and next of kin of James Lough- 
ran. Proceedings had been instituted by the respondent, 
claiming as heir at-law, for the purpose of ejecting, 
these persons from the land.

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH—Yesterpay. 
(Before Ju'ge Hayes.) 
The Queen, at the relation of Robert Hunter and others, 
v. the Mayor of Sligo. 

Mr. Hemphill applied for a conditional order fora 
mandamus against John M'Carthy, the Mayor of Sligo, 
directing him to reinstate the names of four persons on 
the burgess rol for the borough of Sligo. The first 
application wa- on the part of Mr. Robert Hunter, who 
stated in his affidavit, that he was a duly enrolled bur- 
gess of the Western Ward of the borough of Slizo, for 
ine year 1858; that on the year 10th November, 1853, 
he was in exclusive occupation of premises fer beyond 
the value which entitled him to vote; that he was rated 
in respect of these premises, which were describe! 
as “store and yarl;” that at the late revision which 
took place on the 10th Nov., he claimed to be put en 
the burgess list for the Western Ward, which claim was 
rejected by the mayor and one of his assessors, the 
other assessor dissenting on the ground! that he was 
described on the rate book as occupying “store and 
coal yard,” and not a house, warchouse, counting-house, 
or shop, as required by the Act of Parliament. The 
second application was on behalf of Mr. Alexander 
Lyons, who swore that he occupied premises of the 
value of £30 a yer, as joint occupier with his father, 
llenry Lyons, and a person named Galbary; that he was 
returned on the ‘Town Clerk’s Ist as a qualified per- 
son, having paid all his rates. The claim was, how- 
ever, rejected by the majority of the court, on 
the ground that he was not of full age on the 3ist of 
August, 1859, though he was of ful age on the 3ist 
(ctober, which was previous to his claim being decided 
on by the revision court. The third application was 
on the part of Mr. Robb, whose claim was also rejected 
by a majority of the court, on the ground that the pre- 
mises out of which he claimed the franchise were an 
inn and public-house licensed in the name of a Mrs. 
Neill. whose interest he had purchased, and in whose 
name the business was conducte!. “The next case was 
that of Alderman Abraham Dobbin, whose case was 
that he occupied premises of the value of £70 per an- 
num, and in the month ot May, 1858, he let a portion of 
them. He was jointly rated on the burgess roll for 
£58 in respect ot these premises, and in May last he got 
a scparate valuation made, and the premises which he 
continues to occupy were valued at £40, and the pre- 
mises he let at 420 per annum. ‘Ihe question in this 
case was—whether the alteration in valuation had dis- 
entitled him to the municipal franchise ? 

His Lordship granted a conditional order. 

Phibbs. appe!lant ; Ciirns, respondent. 

Mr. Hemphill applied to set down the hearing of the 
appeal in this case, which was also connected with the 
bo ough of Sligo, notwithstanding that the time had 
expired. ‘The parties whose names it was sought to 
expunge from the burgess roll wanted to exercise their 
franchise at the forthcoming municipal election for the 
borough of Sligo; and they alleged they had not been 
able to take measures for their appeal in consequence of 
the late period at which the mayor and his assessors 
closed the revision, and decided on their cases 

Mr. Harkin appe:red on the other side, but his Lord- 
ship did not think it necessary to hear him, and said he 
would not allow the rules of the court to be dispensed 
with for the purpose of promoting political objects. 

Molloy v. Byrne.
